| THE OFFICE OF SPEAKER, 


't is an Important antl Coveted Post 
In British Commons. 


Lord Selby’s death is sincerely re. 
gretted by politicians of every school 
f thought in England. A man_ of 
amiable character, with charming 
manners and urbane temper, he had 
many friends on both sides of the 
House. 

For ten years, 1895-1906, he filled 
the great office of Speaker of the 
British House of Commons with dis- 
tinction, if not with power. He was 
i very handsome man, with a stately 
safringe, fresh complexion, and classic 
features. No Speaker ever looked the 
part to greater advantage. But Mr. 
Gully will not rank with the great 
Speakers. Once or twice in time of 
tumult he lost his nerve, and the call- 
ing in of the police to remove certain 
Trish members in 1901 was an error of 
judgment. 

\ Liberal in polities, and appointed 
Speaker by a narrow party majority 
in 1895, Mr. Gully was severely judi- 
ciul in the chair. In that respect he 
kept up the best traditions of the ex- 
alted office, A ruling of his as Speak- 
er in 1902, during the consideration of 
the amendments in) Mr. Balfour's 


{Education Bill made by the House of 


Lords, was deplored by House of 
Commons men as impairing the his- 
toric privileges of the representative 
Heuse, ‘The wear-and-tear clause as 
amended by the Lords was unques- 
tionably a violation of the Commons’ 
privileges, for the amendments in- 
volved an additional charge on the 
rites. ‘The House of Lords had no 
illusions on the subject, and in order 
to esenpe the rock of privilege they 
sent the eliuse back to the Commone 
accompanied by a nonsenical form of

A Freak of Nature. 

A great natural curiosity is the 
“blow bole’ on the Australian Const 
near Klatna, in the colony of New 
South Wales. It may be found in 
the middle of a rocky headland run- 
ning out into the sea, With eaeh 
suceessive breaker the ocean spray ts 
sent shooting up into the air, some- 
times from 300 to 400 feet, aceompan- 
ied by a rumbling noise as of distant 
thunder, which can be heard for 
miles, This “blow hole’ consists of 
a perpendicular cavity, nearly cireu- 
lar, with a diameter of about ten 
yerds, and has the appeurance of be- 
ing a crater of an extinet volcano, 
It is connected with the oevan by a 
cave ubout one hundred yards in 
length. Into this eave waves rush 
during stormy weather, and as the 
cave extends some distance farther 
into the rock than the “blow hole,” 
on the entrance of each wave this 
hole becomes full of compressed air, 
which when the tension becomes too 
great, blows the water with great force 
up the perpendicular opening,

Canada's Convicts. 


There ure six penitentiarres in the 
Dominion, and the population of these 
institutions in the fiscal year 1908-'09 
was 1,765. Their nationality, as in- 
dicuted by country of birth, is as fol- 
lows: 

Canada, 1,046; England, 199; Scot- 
lund, 4; Ireland, 54; other British, 
23; United States, 181; Italy, 71, Rua- 
sia, SL; Germany, 27, Austria, 23; 
Fiance, 19; Denmark, 15; China, 16; 
other countries, 26. 

The Canadian-born constitute 59 per 
cent,; the British-born outside of Can- 
ada, Ieper cent.; and foreigners, 23 
per cent. Ten per cent. are under 20 
years of age; 7i4 are between 20 and 
30, years; und 447 are between 30 and 
40 years of age, Fifteen per cent. are 
unable to read or write, Seventeen 
per cent, have been total abstainera, 
and 40 per cent. have been intemper- 
ate, In civil condition, 1,196 are sin- 
gle, 512 married ,and 57 widowed, The 
average daily population was 1,625, 
The criminal record shows that 1,485 
offenders are serving first terms; 232 
second terns; 65 a third term; and 
there is one case each of tenth, twelfth 
und fifteenth terns.

“The action taken by the authorities 
at Washington to bring about a situ- 
ation which wouid open up the whole 
question and make of it an interna. 
rine affair, is direct and unmistak- 
able, 
ing vessels and whalers which 
ceed to these latitudes have been offi- 
cially notified from Washington that 
they need not recognize Hudson Bay 
any longer as an inland sea in the 
possession of Canada. The method of 
refusal to recognize this would, of

“So far during all the years that 
have gone by no owner of an Ameri- 
can vessel, trading or fishing in these 
waters, has ever ventured to contest 
the rights of Canada to complete jur- 
ixdiction over Hudson Bay.

| sible to cultivate land within gunshot 
range of the villages, each of which 
possessed a gun tower with loopholes 
for firing. Each man worked in the 
fields with a rifle over one shoulder 
and cartridges in his belt, in order to 
be ready for all emergencies. 

In such a district the advantages 
of Kuropean surgery were naturally 


much appreciated, and a doctor could | 


| pass from one tribe to another with- 
out fear; in fact, each tribe would 
rovide him with an escort to the 
pundary of the next tribe 

Patients come to the hospital at 
Bannu from as fair away as Cabul 
and often there would arrive at th? 
hospital a string of the blind, each 
holding on the other in front, and 
a man who could see u little leading 
the lot. 

In the course of an interview with a
